_ “CANADA'S DUTY 
“TO BUILD SHIPS 


FOR DOMINION 


Sir George Foster Outlines Policy 
of Government Answering 
Big Delegation 


OTTAWA, (May 10.— (Canadian 
Press)—-Asking that the government 
continue with a substantial shipbuild- 
ing program, in order that as much 
work as possible he found for ‘tthe 
men now employed in the various 
yards throughout the dominion, a 
deputation of returned soldier work- 
ets, over 100 strong waited upon Sir 
George Foster and members of his 
cabinet today. 

_In @ memorandum submitted by the 

deputation it was stated that the 
French government was (willing, if 
Canada would provide ithe credit, to 
place orderé for merchant marine 
vessels which would keep the Canad- 
fan yards at high pressure for two 
or thtee. years. The men also ad- 
vocated extension of the imerchant 
marine and the granting of govern- 
ment subsidies to private enterprise 
which was ‘willing to build thie year. 

Hon, C.C, Ballantyne, minister of 
merine and naval affirs, asured the 
depuation that their requests would 
receive the very earnest consideration 
of the government, which indeed al- 
ready thad these matiters under ad- 
visement and (he hoped the result 
would be continued and the men em- 
ployed in those yards would continue 
to receive employment at wages as 
good as theywere now receiving. 

Sir George Foster pointed out that 
the government was always (glad to 
have the views of different sections 
of the country placed before it, They 
had heard the case of the deputation, 
and he assured his hearers he would 
give it every consideration. 

If dt was found impossible to go 
quite the length requested, he remind- 
ed that the government of (Canada 
must be guided by worki conditions 
aa well aa those at home and that 
every few governments today were 
able to carry out one-hait or the re- 
construction work they wished to do. 

Sir George urged that instead of 
assisting other countries to build wp 
@ merchant marine it was the duty 
of the government to fulld ships in 
Canada for Canada and for the ex- 
pansion of Canada’s trado, ‘which ex- 
pansion, he said, was about to grow 
to a considerable extent. It was for 
parliament to decide between the sub- 
eidy and the credit method of assist- 
ing the industry and the balance seem -

Aldermen Object to Tenor of Correspondence Sent Out by Mayor 
on Ground That Mayor Had Not Adhered to the Terms of the | Government Promising with One 
Council Resolution Dealing with the Matter in Letters to Com-

Offers to supply the city with pow. 
er involved council in quite a heated 
discussion Monday night. 

It arose out of the answer given 
by the mayor to the question of Ald. 
Bowen, made at the previous mecet- 
ing of council, as to what had been 
done in regard to these power offers, 
in connection with the decision of 
council to receive and consider them. 
The mayor had prepared a very 
lengthy report on the question, in 
which he set out the correspondence 
which had taken place between him- 
self and the different companies mak- 
ing the offers. 

Objection to this report was made 
by several of the aldermen, 
argued that the mayor had not ad- 


hered to the terms of the council res- | ». 


olution dealing with the matter, in 
his letters to the companies. 

Ald. Abbott complained. that 
stead of having a report from 
commissioners as anticipated, they 
had a report from the mayor. Also, 
he understood that the resolution of 
council was to ask for offers and not 
for the commissioners to pass con- 
sideration upon them. 

The resolution of courfcil on the 
matter read as follows: 

“That the city commissioners do 
immediately invite proposals from 
such persons or companies as have 
signified a desire to negotiate to sup- 
ply power to the city, and that such 
proposals should contemplate the 
bringing up of our present power 
plant to a proper state Of efficiency 
and installing of a further unit of 
agreed capacity and type; and that 
the commissioners do, at the earliest 
possible date, report to this council 
a general outline of the respective 
terms and conditions upon which 
such persons or companies would be 
prepared to supply power.” 

Ald. Abbott pointed out In the let- 
ter sent out to the different com- 
panies it was asserted that in making 
offers companies would have to take 
{nto consideration the rights of the 
Edmonton’ Power company in their

es in penmanship, cooking for men, folk 
dancing ILI., the principal and his school, 
direct method of teaching French, teaching 
of morals and citizenship, English for In- 
termediate Grades, English literature and 
appreciation, writing English, fundamen 
tals in mathematics, tests and scales, lan- 
guages for matriculation, Latin, Irench, 
and some university subjects such as La- 
tin, French, mathematics and physics.

DANIELS SAYS 
SIMS COVETED 
BRITISH HONORS 


U.S. Naval Secretary Makes Long 
Awaited Reply to the Rear. 
Admiral’s Criticisms 


Washington, May 10—Secretary 
Daniels, before the senate investiga- 
ting committee today made his long- 
awaited reply to the criticisms of 
Rear Admiral Sims on the United 
States navy's part in the war. 

The American naval _ secretary 
charges that Sims-lacked vision, be- 
littled the work of the American 
navy in contrast to the British, covet- 
ed British decorations and aspired to 
become an honorary member of the 
British admiralty. He declared that 
officers supporting the Sims charges 
were largely “people with a griev- 
ance.” 

Tho testimony of other officers, in 
possession of first hand knowledge, 
Secretary Daniels test'fied, “should be 
accepted by all open-minded men as 
an absolute refutation of practically 
al] Adm'ral Sim’s charges, 

Not Up to Expectations 

Sims, Secretary Daniels told the 
committee, did not measure up to ex-| 
pectations jn various ways, of cage 


he mentioned six, as follows: 

“He lacked vision*to see that a 
great and new project to bar the sub- 
marines from their hunting grounds 
should be promptly adopted and cars| 
ried out, no matter what the cost or! 
how radical the departure from what 
ultra prudent men regarded as im- 
practicable. 

“He seemed to accept the views of 
the British admiralty as superior to 
anything that would come from the 
United States.and urged these upon 
us even when the navy department 
proposed plans that proved more ef- 
fective. 

“In public speeches and otherwise 
he gave a maximum of credit to! 
British efforts and minimized what 
his country wae doing. 

Coveted British Decorations 

“He coveted British decorations 
and seemed to place a higher value on 
honors given abroad than on honors 
that could be conferred by the Unit- 
ed States government. 

“He aspired to become a member 
of the British admiraity and wrote! 
complainingly when the United States 
government declined to permit him 
to accept such a tender by the King} 
of England. 

“He placed protection of merchant 
shipping as the main operation of our 
forces abroad, failing to appreciate’ 
that the protection of troops, trans- 
ports carrying troops to France was 
the paramount duty until I felt im- 
pelled to cable him that such was our 
main mission.”

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MINISTERS ARE 
BANQUETTED ON 
EVE DEPARTURE 


Rev. A. M. McDonald and Rev. D. 
M. Thomas Guests of Honor 
at Farewell Dinner 


Over thirty ministers of the city 
were present Monday evening at the 
farewell banquet given in the King 
Edward hotel in honor of two depart- 
ing members of the ministerial as- 
sociation of the city, the Rev. A. M. 
McDonald and Rev. D. M. Thomas, 
retiring dean of Alberta College, who 
leave respectively with their families 
for Cleveland Ohio, and Lincoln, Ne- 
braska, In the near future. 

Following the banquet a number of 
eulogistic addfesses were given in 
the assembly room of the hotel. Canon 
McKim acted as chairman of the 
gathering, the speakers being Rev. C. 
Carruthers, Dr. McQueen, and Rey. 
Cobbledick, who gave short resumes 
of the work done here by the two de- 
parting members, and expressed ap- 
preciation of their long and useful 
gervice in the city. 

Rev. Carruthers in the course of his 
remarks said, “Both Mr. McDonald 
and Dr. Thomas have achieved great- 
ness in this town, both having made 
their mark here and the loss of these 
two men will be keenly felt by the 
community as a whole. 

“Mr. McDonald has not only played 
& great part in the church work, but 
has also done excellent work in the 
government through the department 
instituted for the care of neglected and 
deliquent children. Both men who 
are leaving us are men of vision, the 
kind of men we need in our Canadian 
cities today. The world is made up 
today of those who see and those 
who do not see, and it is our only 
hope that the places of Rev. McDon- 
ald and Dr, Thomas will be as efficient- 
ly filled, as was the case when we had 
the whole-hearted services of these 
public-spirited men in the posts.” 


Paid Great Tribute, 

Dr. McQueen who followed the first 
speaker of the evening, paid great 
tribute to the efforts in church work 
of his colleague the Rev. A. M. Mec- 
Donald, stating that his associations 
with the departing minister dated 
from an early period in Edmonton's 
history some nineteen’ or twenty 
years ago. At that time when the 
Rev. McDonald came to minister in 
the First Baptist church of Edmon- 
ton, there were only seventy parishon- 
ers on the roll fn the Mttle church on 
Howard street, and it was during the 
ministry of Mr. McDonald that the 
present First Baptist church ongPecond 
street was constructed and incorpor- 
ated into the large work of church 
activities that it represents today. 

Dr. McQueen referred to the early 
struggles that they both had in com- 
bating the liquor interests in the early 
days which finally resulted in pro- 
hibition in the province after years of 
constant and persistent struggles to 
bring the measure through the various 
stages of legisiation making the bare a 
thing of the past. 

The doctor referred to Dr. Thomas 
as the dean of the college since 
coming to the city seven years ago. of 
the great impress that the doctor had 
left on his many students at the uni- 
versity, an ithe belief that this in- 
fluence would serve to keep the mem- 
ory of Dr. Thomas’ work and presence 
here alive many years after he had 
left the province. Dr. McQueen clos- 
ed his remarks by wishing both men 
God-speed in their new work, and ex- 
pressing the hope that some day they 
would see fit to again return to their 
activities in Canada and especially the 
province of Alberta 

Work Constructive, 

Rey. Cobbledick reiterated the sentl- 
ments expressed by Dr. McQueen in 
respect to both ministers, and added 
that the work of both had been es- 
sentially constructive in the Ifves of 
Edmonton citizens. The great esteem 
in which the students of the college 
held their departing instructor was 
evidenced, stated Rey. Cobbledick, by 
the handsome presentation made to 
Dr. Thomas and Mrs, Thomas last 
week in appreciation of their great 
help while in service here. He trust- 
ed that Dr. Thomas and Mrs. Thomas 
would return to the states with a more 
true concypuon of Canada and the 
Canadian people. 

Rev. A. M. McDonald and Dr. Thom- 
as made fitting and appropriate re- 
plies to their confreres, thanking them 
for the kindly interest they had ex- 
hibited at all times in their work 
despite differences of denominational 
views. Mr, McDonald stated that the 
child was the most essential interest 
in the life of any nation, and that the 
biggest influtnce in the life of the 
child was the teaching of the mother.

Can anything be done with the 
Street dailway? It is encouraging to 
know that those making up the aperc- 
jal committee of inquiry into street 
railway affairs, Commissioner Ormeby 
and Supte. Lowry ana Cunningham, 
are of opinion that something may 
really be effected with the strect 
raihway in the way of making it a 
more serviceable and revenue-produc- 
ing utility nine at present. But to 
carry out their plans they required 
a little authority to make chase 
as they went along. Hence tthe send- 
ing of a jetter to the city council ask- 
ing Permission for this to be vested 
in them. This letter provoked some 
of the members of the city council to 
speak very severely, they apperently 
having the idea that the two superin- 
tendents on het § committee wished to 
usurp some power to which they had 
no Possible claim. But tthe truth of 
the matter, to those able to read be- 
tween the lines, was that the two in 
question, ‘being very practical young 
men, did not want to waste time over 
the inquiry unless they could actually 
do some real work. That ia, they had 
no wish to spend time on the matter, 
send in a report, and then see it hawk- 
ed around from council to commis- 
sioners until all the political atrings 
had been pulled, and the report was 
eventually pigeon-holed. Comment 
was also made upon them s ‘esting 
that they might be paid for the work 
and in regard to this point, the only 
mention of payment is this, quoting 
from the letter: “We believe that the 
question of remuneration may safely 
lve left to your decision, as we the- 
lieve your body are willing to make an 
equitable arrangement commensurate 
with the work.” That is ail, and it 
does not seem much to make a (fuss 
about. (However, the utilities com- 
mittee was asked about the matter, 
and that commititee is now reporting 
to council] that the inquiry should pro- 
ceed upon the lines indicated, with 
the commissioners approving of any 
changes made, so that it does seem 
something may be done, unless the 
commissioners prove an unsurmount- 
able obstacle, and they should not be, 
It may interest some to know the 
Nines wpon which the {!nquiry will 
proceed, and for this punpose the de- 
tails are given below, As the result 
of the work of the committee there

MINISTER WITH 


WIDE POWERS 10 


ACT FOR CANAD 


‘Announcement in Ottawa That 
Appointment Will Be Made 
Soon 


U. 8. MAY REOIPROCATE 
Name of Canadian Minister Not 


to Be Made Public Until 
Later 


Washington, May 10—A Cauadian 
minister to the Untted States will 
soon be appointed. 

Formal agreement of the purpose 
of the British government to place her 
Canadian relations with the United 
States completely in the hands of 
Canade was made today in a state- 
ment cead in the Canadian parliament 
at Ottawa by direction of the governor- 
general and the British parliament at 
London and made public here through 
the British embassy. 

Unueual powers are to be conferred 
on the Canadian minister. In the 
absence of the British miniater he wiill 
take ¢ulj charge of all British diplo- 
matte relations with the United States. 

Will Withold Name 

Because of the impending re-organ- 
{sation of the nadian cabinet, i& 
is reported here the name of the 
Canedian minister to Washington will 
not be announced until eome time dur- 
ing the epproaching suminer or fall 
in order to insure perfect sympathetic 
co-operation between the mew cah- 
{net and the minister. Accommoda- 
tions for the minister will He found 
in the present embaascy building, here 
for purely official purposes, though it 
is expected that he will find a private 
reskience for his family elsewhere 
owing to the limited space of the em- 
baasy. 

Whether the United Giates shall be 
represented at Ottawa by a minister 
under the now order have to ho 
‘decided goon.

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‘Watson, more than twenty times 
a bigamist, and the murderer of 
seven or more women to whom he 


had sworn the protecting care of a 
husband, gets nothing worse than 
confinement in a California prison 
for the remainder of his existence. 

Such is the news from Los 
Angeles where he has been given 
a speedy trial for the murder of 
one of his victims. That it will 
excite surprise is hardly likely. 
There have been intimations in 
previous despatches that the 
wretch was aiming to save his neck 
from the gallows by turning 
state’s evidence. That he has suc- 
ceeded is not without precedent. 

But unless public opinion on 
this continent has ceased to count 
justice a matter of importance, and 
no longer regards human life as 
worth protecting, it can hardly be 
that an explosion of protest will 
not follow this failure of the law 
to deal out a punishment as near- 
ly in keeping with the crime as 
civilized sentiment permits, If in 
the long catalogue of crimes there 
is anything that a man can do that 
calls for the imposition of the 
death penalty, or anything that 
makes it prudent for humanity 
that an end be put to his life, this 
man has done it. Yet he escapes 
with nothing worse than the pen- 
alty for robbing a bank or killing 
a fellow tough ina bar room 
brawl. 

What it amounts to is this: 
Watson has bought himself out of 
the noose by saving the California 
authoriti> trouble and cost of 
looking 1) his record and prose- 
cuting him. With such a record 
behind him as became quickly 
suspected when his idenity was 
discovered, it is incomprehensible 
that the police of the continent 
could not have accumulated evid- 
ence enough to have convicted 
him of murder half a dozen times 
over before any jury of sane-

happened to him in consequence. 
But his trial of infamy has cover- 


supposed to have 
Ednonto woman. To tthe authori- 


ties of these other states and of 
the Canadian provinces he has 
made no confession, and if reach- 
able by their authorities has no 
claim to immunity from the gal- 
lows. It is part of the ‘‘deal’’ 
that California is to keep him with- 
in its borders, and thus save him 
from the ropes that are dangling 
for him elsewhere? 

Surely in inter-state and inter- 


{?|national law there must be pro- 


vision that a person imprisoned in 
one state or country can be de- 
manded by another state or coun- 
try in which he is required to 
answer to a capital charge. If 
there is any such provision in in- 
ternational law, the authorities of 
Canada should lose no time in in- 
voking it. California ‘‘justice’’ 
may be satisfied with jailing the 
murders of women. Canadians 
have a sterner notion of the treat- 
ment such crimes call for, and if 
there is any way by which this 
man can be brought before Cana- 
dian courts and made to answer 
for the alleged murder of a Cana- 
dian woman it is the duty of the 
Canadian authorities to see that 
that comes about. 

Not that the hanging of Watson 
could do any good to his victims, 
living or dead. But it might save 


some other women from a like! 


fate at the hands of another fiend. 
It 3s to be noted that the gallows 
was the only thing that Watson 
feared. He confessed when as- 
sured that the worst that could 
befall him was a life sentence in 
prison. And should he escape 
with nothing more than that he 
will have shown every moral de- 
generate on the continent that he 
may betray women by the score 
and murder them at will so long 
as he murders one of them in 
California and confesses to the 
authorities there. As the rope 
was what Watson feared, the rope 
is the only thing that will prevent 
others from following in his foot- 
steps. But it will not prevent 
them if he is allowed to thus show 
them how to escape the noose,

GRADUAL AlSE IN

A gradual rise in the river level has 
been recorded during thet last 48 
hours the water being about one foot 
higher Monday morning than on Sun- 
day. Officials at the city power plant 
state that the risp has totalled 7 1-2 
feet elnce the first of May, which is 
a fairly normal increase for this sea- 
son of the year, 

Considerable interest is being mant- 
fested in the state of the river this 
spring owing to the abnormal depth 
of snow of last winter and the com: 
mon predictions of a flood as a result. 

Passengers over the high level have 
watched the riso with great deal of 


concern, the contrast with the ex- 
tremely low level of a few days ago 
being rather marked. The situation of 
the old steamer City of Edmonton al- 
#0 serves to set the rise in relief, the 
boat being still embedded in sand and 
frost along the south shore and con- 
sequently about two thirds submer- 
ged at tho present time. 

The extra volume of water appears 
to hava been emptied into the Saskat- 
chewan solely by overflowing water- 
courses to the west, and not by any 
appreciable thaw in the foothills and 
mountains,

CANADA'S EXPORTS 
TO BRITAIN LESS: 
TOU. 5, INCREASE 


Imports From Great Britain 
Grow, While l'alling Off 
From the U, 8. 


Ottawa, May 9—(Canadian Press) 
~——Canada’a imports for consumption 
during the twelve months end.ng in 
March of this year and upon which 
duty had to be pa:d show an approxi- 
mate increase of §169,000,000 in 
value over the previous twelve 
months. For the year just ended the 
total was §693,643,211 as against 
$526,475,717 for the previous year 
and $642,319,623 for the fiscal year 
of 1918. 

Free goods in the past.year total- 
led $370,872,958, or a total of import- 
ed goods for consumption of $1,064,- 
516,169. 

Total exports of merchandise went 
to $1,286,658,709 of which $1,239,492,- 
098 is classed as Canadian, and $47,- 
166,611 as foreign. The does not, 
however, reach the 1918 total export 
which was valued at $1,686,169,792. 

A noteworthy fact, however, is that 
while exportg to the United Kingdom 
are stil] falling away those to the 
United States are still largely on the 
increase. Imports, however, from the 
old land continue to show a marked 
imocrease over those coming from 
aoross the line, Figures show a forty 
per cent increase jin imports from 
Great Britain over 1918, while from 
the states the increase is less than 
twe per cent.
